dare forget the passenger on pass- 
ing train that couldn't wait till 
Uncle Wm. Callery went down in 
the cellar to get him a drink; who 
forgets Uncle Jno. Henderson and 



his low wheeled vehicle; who can 
ignore the time whrn Mr.

That sterling combination of 
players known as the Coghlan 
Company will begin an engage- 
ment at the Opera House, Satur- 
day, Nov. 17, presenting here for 
the first time their production of 
Sardou's brilliant comedy, "Di- 
plomacy."
